It. will, be remembered that E. 
Michener, M.P.P., devoted a good 
deal of attention "towards improving 
the roads in the rural districtslast 
year.’ His system:as ‘then laid down 
was to establish trunk rpads to the 
extreme limits of the district cast 
and west. Tho road west as far as 
Sylvan Lake was completed last year 
and this year the road has been car- 
tied. nearly to the Saskatchewan, 
with the ultimate object ‘of reaching 
Rocky Mountain House. A: great 
deal: of grading and fillling work has 
been done, far more than ever before. 
The road gang are now working near 
the new steel bridge spanning the 
Medicine river. To this trunk road 
all side roads lead and it will be of 
great service to the settlers. 

The blind line west-of town on the 
Burnt Lake road is to be opened up, 
and a road west of town is to ‘be 
built across the front of.the Stent 
property, making the hill much cas- 
ier to climb.. 

The east road to the coal mines is 
also being fixed up. About seven 
hundred. will be spent, on the ‘divide 
past the ‘residence of; W. P. Code.

‘LIBERALS FREE. TRADERS. 


But They Vote for 
High Protective Tariff 


One effect of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
tour through the West has been to 
place before the country the exact 
position of the Liberal party on the 
trade issue. For a long time it has 
been preaching protection and .col- 
lecting the votes of the low tariff 


element. The western farmer  con- 
fronted the Premier with so. ener- 
getic a demand for low~tariff, and 


rude a reminder of his former free 
trade promises, that several things 
happened. One was that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, always anxious to please his 
immediate audience, uttered a lot of 
vague free trade sentiments. Another 
was that he summoned up courage 
| enougn to tell the farmers that there 
must be careful regard for ‘‘ vested 
interests,’ and that even agricul- 
tural implements cannot be admitted 
free of duty so long as the United 
States maintains duties on any of 
the materials which enter into their 
construction. Fifteen or twenty 
years ago these considerations were 
treated by the whole Liberal party 
as base subterfuge. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. today is speaking the lan- 
guage of the Conservative campaign 
literature df 1878, and 1883, and 
1891, and 1896. 

Yet another thing was that the 

Prime Minister dealt with the ques- 
tion of reciprocity in the language of 
the protectionist. He said that the 
disposition of United States poli- 
ticians is to look after Number One, 
and that that must be the dispos- 
ition of Canada. He is anxious to 
secure the ‘market across the border 
for the Canadian people, but not at 
the sacrifice of Canadian industr:es 
and Canadian self-respect, This is 
exactly what Conservatives said in 
their day of power, and oxactly the 
language at which the Liberal press 
used to wax satirical and angry. 
A fourth consequence has been that 
the Eastern Liberal press has been 
stirred up to make sundry plain 
statements that the present tariff 
will be: maintained by the Liberal 
party for an indefinite period. The 
Globe, for .example, explained in 
effect that free trade is right, that 
protection is wrong, but that if the 
Liberal party were to attempt to 
give lower tariff it would go out of 
office, and therefore it will stick to 
high tariff, The Evening Times of 
St. John, N.B., says: ‘' Sir Wilfrid 
has no quarrel with free trade, but 
everybody, including the grain grow- 
ers, knows that free trade is at pres- 
ent out of the question. ’’ These are 
samples of Liberal newspapers utter- 
ances. 

In short, the Liberal party has 
been dragged into the open. It in- 
tends to keep on practising protec- 
tion because it believes that the ma- 
jority ‘of the electors are protection- 
ist and because it wishes to remain 
in office. It. still believes free trade 
to be right, but that is a small mat- 
ter compared to staying in office. It 
has hoisted a flag inscribed: ‘‘ Any 
policy, right or wrong, that means 
| office. ’’ 


SEES VATICAN TRANSFER 
FROM ROME TO CANADA. 


Rev. Dr. Graham Believes Mon- 
_treal is to Become the Seat of 
Roman Catholic Power. 


To an overflowing congregation 
Rev. Dr. William T. Graham, pastor 
of the First-avenue Baptist Church, 
Toronto, not only picked up_ the 
gauntlet thrown down by Father 
Vaughan in his recent challenge to 
Protestantism, but levelled his 
weapons at the doctrine of Roman 
Catholicism in general. His text 
was found in Hebrews: ‘' By the 
which will we are sanctified through 
the offering of Jesus Christ, once 
for all.’ 

Dr. Graham referred to the inter- 
est aroused in the general public by 
the recent gorgeous congress at Mon- 
treal. Everything had been done 
that would appeal to the senses. 
Here he contrasted the simplicity of 
God, and of the Apostle Peter, who 
went about teaching in his ragged 
clothes. 

‘‘T hold that it ought to be abso- 
lutely impossible, in this country, 
where there is no state church, for 
the militia to be called: upon to take 
part in any such demonstrations, ’’ 
he said. ‘‘ It was not done when we 
Baptists had our conférence, or for 
the' Presbyterians, the Methodists, or 
the Anglicans. Let the. state keep 
out of all such celebrations, and 
favor no religion. 

‘Tt was the Pope, the Italian 
priest, and the church of Rome that 
were exalted. throughout this entire 
congress, and Christ and his church 
were kept in the background. I have

I admire 
him for his courage...Many of us, I 
am afraid, are not«half so outspoken 
toward what. we believe to be our 
Protestant doctrine». However, he 
made a statement that Protestant- 
ism was a religion without a sacri- 
fice, or a soulless religion. Then he 
came to Toronto and told us_ that 
the papers had misrepresented him. 
He claimed that he put what he had 
to say in the form of-a syllogism. 
If Father Vaughan knows anything, 
his syllogism wasn’t worth a button, 
for the simple reason that he did not 
prove his major premise. Until he 
proves this part of his argument, his 
statement ‘is an insult to our in- 
telligence, ”’ 

, TWO PILLARS OF CHURCH. 

Dr. Graham then read quotations 
from ,a special hook. of Catholic in- 
struction, compiled by John T. Sul- 
livan and authorized for study by 
the bishop. Selections were read in 
which 
for the performing of masses. Dr. 
Graham stated that he believed that 
the mass and the confessional’ were 
the two pillars gn which the Roman 
Catholic religion ‘was founded. 

“‘Get the people’ to believe that 
the mass is~a humbug, and that, 
there is nothing in the confessional,’’ 
said the pastor, ‘‘ and: they will for- 
sake them as they have done in the 
past where the light has come in:” 

Drawing comparisons between the 
two doctrines, Dr. Graham _ stated 
that in Protestantism the sacrifice 
of Jesus Christ on the cross was a 
sacrifice, once for all, and forever. 
Ho believed that against every sin 
committed there were three  wit- 
nesses, God, the moral law and the 
conscience, and the sacrifice of the 
penitent sinner must appeal to all 
three to be of any real value. The 
sacrifice of the mass, which was 
‘made through the priest, was not 
sufficient. 

“These ¥ idapies have not the 
truth,” continued ‘the doctor. ‘‘ They 
are in the dark. You may talk of 
idol-worship. If anything their teach 
ing is worse. 
1870, when Victor Emmanuel enter- 
ed Rome, he found only five per cent. 
of thepeople able either read or 
write. How is it that Spain has tir- 
ed of the rule of ‘the Catholic church 
and has kicked over the traces ? and 
who was it that burned the Hugue- 
nots out of France? = This religion 
cursed Italy. It has cursed America 
and it will curse Canada if we ever 
let it get a grip on us. ”’

Bourke, on the Darling 
River, would prove to be the Chicago 
of Australia, but the populatiqn, num- 
bering 2,600 in 1905, continues to 
dwindle, 

The artesian well may yet prove to 
be the salvation of interior Australia. 
Borings on the rgfte of the proposed 
transcontinental railway in western 
Australia have shown the presence of 
water 340 miles from. Kalgoorile, and 
Sir John Forster is confident of find 
ing a subterranean supply of - water 
which may result in reclaiming to the 
use of civilized mankind some 30,000,- 
000 acres of what has hitherto been re- 
garded as one of the irredeemable 
waste places of the earth.

of our Master, the Great Teacher, have 
been grievously’ misunderstood. The 


teaching of. our Péotestant childhood. 


was to the effect that only the saintly 
elect would go to heaven and that oth- 
ers would not only lose heaven, but 
gain an eternal life in torment. Thus 
dur text was understood to portray 
what practically the whole world of 
mankind would be compelled to en- 
dure. This hell .was pictured to. our 
childhood minds from outside the Bi- 
ble..as heated to a white heat. If we 
gxpreased wonder or surprise that any 
human creature could endure such 
conditions so long the answer was that 
God would exercise his omnipotent 
power to make us fire-proof and pain- 
sensitive. Some theologians of the. 
Thomas a Kempis school of thought 
went so far as to picture the aed 
creatures in their sufferings an 
show that the heat would form a kind 
of an asbestos covering which would 
shield them from a measure of its in- 
tensity. But:those deluded theologians 
proceeded to explain that these outer 
coverings would crack and shell off 
every little while, leaving the poor vic- 
tim freshly tender that his suffering 
might be the most intense. 

Of course, these theologians of the 
past had their difficulty in dealing 
with the worms. They could imagine 
devils who would oversee the torture 
az being made immune to pain by the 
chief torturer, the Almighty God. But 
just how to imagine the worm getting 
along in so great a heat and how they 
would in any wiSe igcrease the torture | 
of the poor sufferers was to many a 
perplexity. -But patient thoughtful- 
ness along these ‘cruel and devilish 
lines enabled some to formulate the 
theory that the worms would be fiery 
ones, living in fire, delighting in fire—- 
worina that would bore through the in- 
crustations and add still further to the 
hoenivle sufferings of the world of man. 
kind. 

Did the Great Teacher intend that 
such conclusions should be drawn 
from his language? And did he stop 
short of the description froin reasons 
of sympathy or modesty or shame? I3 
this the general teaching of God’s 
Word or has a great and terrible mis- 
take been made? And have we mi3s- 
taken a figure of speech and treated 
it as literal? We erred. We misunder. 
stood. The Great Teacher who rebuk- 
ed his disciples, James and John, 
when they desired to call fire from 
heaven upon the. City of Samaria, be- 
cause the pedple thereof refused to 
sell them food for the Master — the 
sympathetic One who said to them. 
“Ye know not wat manner of spirit 
ye are of; the Son of man came. not 
to destroy men’s .lives, but to save 
them’’—could that Son of man in any 
wise intend to tell us that our great 
Heavenly Father had.less of the spirit 
of love and righteousness than the two 
impetuous disciples? Did he mean to 


“intimate that while the disciples im. 


petuously might have been willing to 
destroy the earthly life of the Samari 
tans, the Heavenly Fathez, of stidd 
more demoniacal disposition, wou: id 
treat practically all mankind ten mi!- 
lion times worse than that and use 
Divine Power to.all eternity to per- 
petuate the sufferings: of his earthly 
creatures which his own Word declares 
were born in sin, shapen in iniquity, 
in sin did their mothers conceive 
them?--earthly creatures, too, whose 
environment was unfavorable and 
whose Adversary, the devil, God nei- 
ther: destroyed nor bound? 

Such an interpretation, my denr 
hearers, is not supposable. We must 
look for some explanation of the Mas. 
ter’s words more consistent with his 
own character and with the Heavenly 
Father’s character, and more consist- 
ent with our conception of what a 
Just, Loving, Wise and Powerful Crea- 
tor would do. It does not answer the 
purpose ‘to say, as so many do, ‘‘Bosh 
do not discuss; such a matter. Nobody 
now believes such things!’ This one 
Scripture repudiated would shake ou- 
confidence in the whole Bible. But 
rightly explained and understood it 
would settle and increase our faith in 
the Scriptures as a Divine message 
This, then, must be our object—not 
merely to cast from us the devilish in. 
terpretation of the dark ages, but to 
ascertain the true interpretation—to 
get the true lesson from the words of 
the Grent Teacher. Thotsands are 
drifting off into more or less open in- 
fidelity simply because of the irration- 
al interpretation given to this text and 
two or three others. And these errors 
have become so fastened in our minds 
from childhood days that they have be. 
come part and parcel of our very lives, 
so that many of us would have been 
inclined at one time to dispute the 
very existence of a God as much as to 
dispute such slanderous misrepresen- 
tations of his glorious character. 

Let us go back to Jesus’ day and in 
mind place ourselvés with those who 
heard him utter the words of our text 
and context. The Teacher had just 
suid, “If thy hand offend thee, cut it 
off—it is bett:r for thee to enter into 
life maimed, than, having two hands. 
to go into holl. into the -fire that never 
shall be quenched, where their worm 
dieth not and their fire is not quench. 
ed.” Hle said the scme in the follow- 
ing verses res, ccting the foot u..d the 
ey 
urativ ely? Does any sane person sup- 
pose to-day that Jesus advised a lit- 
eral cutting off of a hand or a foot or 
the plucking out of an eye? Assuredly 
not. And the person who would fol- 
low his counsel in that way would be 
considered unbalanced in mind. We 
all recognize what he did mean, name- 
ly, that if any who desired to have 
eternal life found that they had hind- 
rances of appetite or pleasure or| 
what not, es dear to them as an eye, 
foot, hand, these precious, but dis- 


qualifying sins or wrong-doings 
should be put away—no matter how 
precious they were—no matter , how 
highly esteemed. By way of contrust, 
the Master suggested that if the re. 
taining of these things would hinder

Immortal Worms 
and 
Unquenchable Fire 


“Where their worm dieth not 
and their fire is not quenched” 
(Mark ix, 44).

will not have life at all—that they will 
fail to attain life; that they will have 
no eternal life, either in pain or in 
pleasure. Let us examine.-our text 
‘further and see this. 

.The word hell_in our text ‘is from 
‘the Greek word “gehenna,”. which, in 
turn, was 4 corruption of the ‘Hebrew 
word “geh-hinnon,” which signifies 

“valley of death.” There -are two 

| other words in the New Testament 
‘Greek translated hell in our common 
Syprsicn: One of these, ‘“‘tartarus,” 
| has no ref-rence to humanity what 
; ever. but. merely signifies our earth's 
atmosphere—the place where Sntan 
and the fallen angels are restrained 
in chains of darkness (IT. Peter ii. 
4). The other Greek word rendered 
hell in the New Testament is hades, 
which corresponds exactly to the 
word rendered. hell in the Old Testa- 
ment, namely sheol. And all scholars 
know that both of these words signify 
the same thing. They are used in- 
terchungeably in the Scrintures to 
designate the stute or condition of 
death--the tomb. No person, of even 
slight education, would for a moment 
attempt to claim that eternal torment 
is taught by sheol, hades or tartarua. 
The great stress of all who teach 
eternal torment falls, therefore, upon 
the word hell found in our text—in 
the originul Greek, gehenna. 

What we huve to say respecting it 
will undoubtedly be news to but few 
of this congregation. But since this 
sermon will be reported in more 
than seven hundred newspaners of 
j the land, our explanation will prob- 
| ably eventually reach ten million 
people, to whom the Truth on the 
subject will be new. What we have 
to say is not new to educated minis- 
ters, however, and why, as pastors, 
they have keep- the sheep of their 
flock in the dark on the subject, is 
for them to explain. They certainly 
cannot plead ignorance. At very 
most they can apologize that they 
hoped that the misunderstanding. 
would do more. good than the truth. 
They seem to forget entirely that 
this terrible misunderstanding is not 
only wrecking the faith of thousands, 
but dishonoring our Creator—blas- 
pheming his holy name, his holy 
character, by misrepresenting it and 
the Divine Plan. 

-{I-wish that those of you who have 
modern Bibles with maps at the 
back would turn to the map of the 
City of Jerusalem and there notice 
on the southwest side of the City, 
just outside the wall, the Valley of 
Hinnom. That is the Valley that in 
brief was called Geh-hinnon, the 
Greek of which is gehenna. All of 
our Lord's uses of the word gehenna 
stand related to that Valley. For the 
sake of my larger congregation it will 
be worth while for us to take a glince 
backwnrd at the history ‘of that Val- 
ley during many centuries before 
Jesus’ day. 

. The first mention of this Valley in 
the Bible is found in Joshua (xv, 8), 
where it is given as one of the -boun- 
daries cf the tribe of Judah, accord- 


ing to the lot cast by Joshua in the | 


division cf the land that hdd come 
into possession of the Israelities. It 
is again mentioned similarly in 
Joshua xviii, 16,_ The next reference 
to this Valley is found in II. Kings 
xxiii, 10. There we read of how 
Josiah, the good King of Juduh, in. ! 
stituted » great reform in the nation 
and abolished idolatry, one of the 
most heinous forms of the idolatry 
having been practiced in this Valley | 
of Hinnom, which had gotten a new 
name, namely Topheth. History tells . 
us that the Israelites built in this | 
Topheth, the Valley of Hinnom, a 
great brass image to the heathen god | 
Moloch. In various places th-y had ; 
groves in which a licentious form of: 
worship was enacted and then they | 
resorted to this Valley of Hinnom to 
offer sacrifice of a most revolting 
kind to the heathen deity. Some- 
times it was a boy and sometimes it 
was a gir] that was placed naked in 
the arms of the great image after it 
had been fired to a red heat with 
fuel piled underneath the image and , 


passing through it as a flue. The! 
cries of these infants so horribly | 
sacrificed, were drowned by the cheers 


of the worshipers and various musi- 
eal instruments. 

All of shis, indeed everything akin ' 
to suffering, was strictly forbidden bv 
the Divine Law given to Israel. 
they hud been specially warned 
against this very form of idolatry 
(Leviticus xviii, 21; Deuteronomy 
xviii. 10). It is a gross mistake and 
slander of the Divine character, and 
Law to suppose that it ever gaxuction- | 
ed torture. And it is a still worse 
slander upon God to suppose that he | 
would himself do, and that for all 
eternity. what he condemned in his 
fallen creatures. 

The Lord declares all this through

What the Great Teacher meant was 
that the earthly Jerusulem was u 
picture or type of the heavenly Jeru- 
sulem, which represente the Divine 
Government ‘or Kingdom—the New 
Jerusulem which, by and by, will 
come down to earth—when God's will 
shall be done on earth as it is done 
in heaven. 

As gehenna lay outside of the wall 
of Jerusalem, so our Lord intimated 
there would be an antitypical gehen- 
na outside the New Jerusalem. As 
the trush ard offal of the typical city 
were consum 1 jn the Valley ‘of Hin- 
nom, so the off-l and trash 
manity who will refuse all of God's 
favors, mercies. blessings and op- 
portunities, will be treated as dis- 
graceful wretches and be eonsnumed, 
destroved, in the entitypical gehenna 
—which is the Second Death. Con- 
cerning this antitypical gehenna, ‘the 
Second Death, we ares definitely” in- 
formed of the characters which will 
there be destroyed utterly, as Peter 
says, “as natural brute beasts.” 

We have a description of this’ svm- 
bolical New J-rusulem or Divine 
Kingdom (Revelation xxi), compos- 


ed primarily of the Church, and 
secondarily of all from the world 
who, “during Messiah's reign, will 


enter in through its gates and enjoy 
the blessings of Divine favor and life ! 
eternal. And then we read. verse &, 
“But. the fearful. and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters. and all liars, shall 
have their part in the luke which 
burneth with fire and brimstone, 
which is the Second Death.” Note 
that this lake of fire and brimstone 
into which all the offscouring of hu- | 
manity will be exst is a symbol, and 
the meaning of the symbol is plainly 
stated in the words, “Which is. the 
|Second Death" The first death 
passed upon all ~nnkind on account 
of Father Adam's disobedience. Our 
Lord. Jesus wus unnointed the Saviour 
of Adam and his race and gfve his 
life a ransom for all, to rescue all 
from death, to give to each and ‘every 
member of Adam's race one full, fair 
oppcrtunity for a test of loyalty to 
God and righteousness und to secure 
life eternal in the New‘ Jerusalem. 
Contrariwise all who will reject that 
full opportunity will die the Second 
Death, from which there will be no 
redemption, no resurrection, no re- 
covery of any kind.
